On January 16, 1991, “Desert Shield” quickly 
became “Desert Storm”. Forty-four furious days 
of war ensued, with America unleashing a torrent 
of air power against Iraq unlike the world had 
ever seen. Reg Underwood's Harrier jet was one 
of those planes and he one of those pilots we 
watched in awe during around-the-clock 
broadcasts on CNN as they pounded Iraq into 
surrender. 

On Feb. 27, 1991, the last full day of hostilities 
before President Bush ordered a cease-fire that 
marked the end of American offensive efforts in 
the conflict, Reg Underwood's plane was shot 
down by an Iraqi army surface-to-air missile over 





Three weeks later, in the Church of the Good — 


Shepherd in Lexington, KY, USMC Capt. Ben 
Hancock paid homage to his fellow pilot during 
Underwood’s full military honors funeral. 
Hancock , a fellow pilot, heard Underwood’s last 
radio transmission and saw the Marine's plane 
crash: 

“He was very proud to be a father,” said 
Hancock, who noted that Underwood spent most 
of his free time aboard the Nassau writing letters 
home to his wife andidaughter.

Hundreds of newspaper readers in Mississippi 
responded from their hearts and their wallets 
when they learned of Anne’s story, from 
corporate leaders to the medical community to 
churches and old war veterans. 

Similar but unrelated efforts were undertaken 
in Kentucky by friends of Reg’s family and by the 
servicemen, sailors and pilots stationed aboard 
the Nassau. 


Today, an education trust fund of more than

for Anne exists because Mississippians and 
Kentuckians and American service personnel 
joined together to give a little something back to 
the child of a man who gave his all in the skies 
over Kuwait for us.
